It  was  a  quiet  birth- 
day observance  this  year  for  the  Church  official 
who  is  just  recovering  from  several  weeks'  illness 
and  only  recently  returned  to  his  office  in  the 
Church  Office  Building. 

New   Apostle   Chosen 

The  129th  Semi-Annual  Conference  of  the 
Church  was  held  on  Temple  Square  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  October  9-11,  1959.  Elder  Howard 
William  Hunter,  51,  was  ordained  an  Apostle  and 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  Thursday, 
Oct.  15,  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  by  President 
David  O.  McKay. 

Elder  Hunter,  for  the  past  nine  years  presi- 
dent of  the  Pasadena  Stake,  becomes  Southern 
California's  first  representative  on  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve.  He  is  a  prominent  Los  Angeles 
corporation  lawyer  and  businessman.  He  serves 
on  several  boards  of  directors  including  the 
Beneficial  Life  Insurance  Company.  He  has 
two  sons,  one  of  whom  is  presently  serving  a 
mission  in  the  South  Australian  Mission.

SEMI-annually  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  cf  Latter-day 
Saints  meets  together  in  a  General 
Conference.  This  Conference  takes 
place  in  the  large  dome  shaped 
tabernacle  in  Salt  Lake  City/Utah. 
Members  and  friends  from  all 
parts  of  the  world  are  invited  and 
do  attend  this  three  day  spiritual 
feast.  In  order  to  obtain  a  true 
concept  of  the  magnitude  of  this 
wonderful  gathering  of  the  Saints 
you  would  have  to  attend 
personally.  It  is  one  of  the  truly 
great  functions  of  the  Restored 
Church,  and  its  significance  both  as 
pertaining  to  our  personal  lives  and 
also  world  affairs  cannot  be  mini- 
mised. 

One  of  thess  conferences  has 
just  been  concluded  and  a  brief 
summary  of  the  messages  delivered 
by  the  prophet  of  the  Lord, 
President  David  O.  McKay,  and 
those  associated  with  him  in  the 
leading  councils  of  the  church,  has 
now  reached  us  in  the  mission 
home. 

Every  Latter-day  Saint  in  the 
mission  should  be  vitally  interested 
in  these  messages,  and  because  so 
very  few  have  access  to  our  church 
periodicals  I  would  like  to  present 
some  of  the  highlights,  and  per- 
tinant  statements  made  on  this 
occasion. 

As  you  read  the  words  of  our 
brethren  I  am  sure  you  will  note 
the  personal  love  and  regard  they 
have  for  you  and  me  and  good 
people  everywhere.  I  would  that 
each  and  every  one  of  us  accept 
these  messages  as  a  personal  plea 
for  repentance  if  needed,  for  more 
righteous  living  if  possible,  and  for 
a  deeper  sense  of  our  responsibility 
as  members  of  God's  Kingdom  here 
upon  the  earth. 


It  is  always  a  thrilling  experience 
to  witness  the  installing  of  a 
General  Authority.  During  this 
conference  an  apostle  was  chosen 
and  sustained.  At  present  his 
name  does  not  mean  very  much  to 
us  perhaps,  but  as  time  goes  on  and 
he  serves  us  in  his  capacity  as  a 
special  witness  of  Jesus  Christ  we 
will  learn  to  respect  and  love  him 
even  as  the  other  great  men  who 
are  his  associates  in  the  leading 
Councils  of  the  Church.  The  name 
of  this  newest  apostle  is  Howard 
W.  Hunter.  A  little  of  his  back- 
ground, church  experience  etc,  will 
be  found  else  where  in  the  C.S.M. 
His  acceptance  of  the  call  received 
and  personal  testimony  will  follow, 
together  with  a  few  excerpts  from 
the  conference  messages  of  the 
First  Presidency  and  Joseph  Field- 
ing Smith,  President  of  the 
Quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles. 
Space  will  permit  only  a  very  brief 
summary,  but  I  do  hope  we  will 
be  able  to  descern  the  gist  and 
spirit  of  the  counsel  given. 

PRESIDENT    DAVID    O.    McKAY 

"The  conflict  between  com- 
munism and  freedom  is  the  pro- 
blem of  our  time.  It  overshadows 
all  other  problems.  This  conflict 
mirrors  our  age,  its  toils,  its  ten- 
sions, its  troubles,  and  its  tasks.  On 
the  outcome  of  this  conflict 
depends   the   future   of   mankind." 

Elaborating  that  statement,  I 
should  say  that  the  most  urgent 
problem  of  our  day  is  a  spiritual 
problem.  I  agree  with  one  leading 
educator  who  said  and  I  quote: 
"Unless  the  spiritual  problem  is 
solved,  civilization  will  fail;  indeed 
we  already  have  a  foretaste  of  that 
failure  in  many  parts  of  the 
world." 
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In  their  false  teachings  the  Com- 
munists accept  the  doctrine  of 
Marx,  who  denies  the  existence  of 
God,  and  repudiates  man's  im- 
mortality. Second,  they  deny  the 
divinity  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  of 
course,  His  resurrection.  They 
challenge  the  free  agency  of  man. 
Paul  declares  the  existence  of  God 
and  we  shall  see  how  authoritative- 
ly he  supports  that.  He  declares 
the  divinity  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
the  reality  of  His  resurrection.  I 
read  what  he  said  to  Timothy,  and 
this  is  almost  his  farewell  message 
to  that  boy,  "I  charge  thee  there- 
fore before  God,  and  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  who  shall  judge  the 
living  and  the  dead  at  His  appear- 
ing and  His  kingdom."  (II 
Timothy  4:1) 

The  United  States  recently  enter- 
tained the  leading  man  of  the 
idealogy  that  denies  God,  Jesus 
Christ,  and  the  right  of  free  agency 
and  the  dignity  of  man.  Even 
while  he  was  here  we  could  hear 
echoing  his  own  words:  "We  re- 
main the  athiests  that  we  have 
always  been;  we  are  doing  as  much 


as  we  can  to  liberate  those  people 
who  are  still  under  the  spell  of  this 
religious  opiate."  Those  are  his 
words.  He  said  further:  "Those 
who  expect  us  to  abandon  com- 
munism will  have  to  wait  until  a 
shrimp  learns  to  whistle." 

"Behold  the  man,"  said  Pontius 
Pilate,  Roman  Governor  of  Judea, 
as  Jesus,  mockingly  bedecked  with 
a  purple  robe,  his  hair  platted  with 
a  crown  of  thorns,  stood  before 
the  mob  who  cried,  "Crucify  him; 
crucify  him!" 

As  on  the  occasion  of  that  his- 
toric trial,  so  through  the  ages  men 
have  beheld  Christ  from  different 
viewpoints.  Some  who  reject  Him 
as  venomously  as  did  the  rabble, 
see  in  Him  and  in  His  disciples 
"investors  of  a  Christian  moral 
system  that  has  undermined  and 
sapped  the  vigor  of  the  European 
world."  Others  with  clearer  in- 
sight, begotten  by  experience,  be- 
hold Him  as  the  originator  of  a 
system  that  "promotes  industry, 
honesty,  truth,  purity,  and  kind- 
ness, a  system  that  upholds  law, 
favours   liberty;   is  essential   to  it, 
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and  would  unite  men  in  one  great 
brotherhood." 

Others  behold  Hiin  as  the  "one 
perfect  character  —  the  peerless 
personality  of  history,"  but  deny 
his  divinity.  Millions  accept  Him 
as  the  Great  Teacher,  whose  teach- 
ings, however,  are  not  applicable  to 
modern  social  conditions.  A  few 
— O  how  few! — of  the  approximate- 
ly two  billion  inhabitants  of  the 
globe,  accept  Him  for  what  He 
really  is —  "the  Only  Begotten  of 
the  Father;  who  came  into  the 
world,  even  Jesus,  to  be  crucified 
for  the  world,  and  to  bear  the  sins 
of  the  world,  and  to  cleanse  it  from 
all  unrighteousness." 

Today  civilized  nations  are  sit- 
ting on  a  mountain  of  explosives, 
accumlated  in  defiance  of  Christ's 
teachings.  Let  the  heat  of  hatred, 
suspicion,  and  greed  become  a  little 
more  intense  and  there  will  be  such 
an  international  explosion  as  will 
greatly  retard,  if  not  forcibly  drive 
from  the  midst  of  mankind,  the 
hoped-for-peace  heralded  by  the 
heavenly  hosts  when  Christ  as  a 
babe   was  born  in  Bethlehem. 

Prove  it  as  a  fact  and  it  is,  that 
Christ  did  appear  after  death  as  a 
glorified  resurrected  being,  and  you 
have  the  answer  to  the  question  of 
the  ages:  "If  a  man  die,  shall  he 
live  again?" 

Thus,  my  dear  fellow  workers  and 
my  friends  in  the  world,  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  stands  with  Peter,  with 
Paul,  with  James,  and  with  all 
the  other  Apostles  in  accepting  the 
resurrection  not  only  as  being 
literally  true,  but  also  as  the  con- 
summation of  Christ's  divine  mis- 
sion on  earth. 

God  help  us  in  this  age  so 
threatened  with  an  idealogy  of  be- 
nighted people  of  disbelief  in  God 
our  Father  and  in  his  Son  Jesus 
Christ  and  in  the  Restored  Gospel 
through  those  divine  personages,  to 
preach  the  Word  and  to  be  true  to 
our  callings  no  matter  what  or 
where  they  may  be. 

Now,  my  breathren  and  sisters,  I 
bless  you  with  increased  testimony 
of  God's  existence,  increased  testi- 
mony of  the  divinity  of  Christ's 
mission.  His  life,  His  death,  His 
establishing  of   the    Gospel;    with 


increased  testimony  of  the  value  of 
the  individual. 

I  pray  God  to  sanctify  to  our 
good  and  to  the  good  of  all  who 
have  listened  in  this  cay  and  to 
the  Church  everywhere,  the  bles- 
sings and  testimonies  of  the  great 
Conference,  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ.     Amen. 

PRESIDENT    J.    RUBEN    CLARK. 

When  Christ  came  to  the  earth, 
there  was,  so  far  as  I  know,  only 
one  nation,  the  Hebrew  nation, 
that  understood  and  worshipped 
the  true  God,  the  God  of  Sinai— 
"Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods 
before  me."  The  whole  world, 
when  Christ  left,  except  the 
Hebrews,  on  the  Eastern  Continent, 
except  the  Hebrews  and  the  few 
that  Christ  left,  a  few  hundred, 
were  pagans,  not  believing  in  the 
God  of  Sinai  and  of  course,  not 
believing  in  the  Gospel  as  did  not 
generally  the  Hebrew  nation.  We 
have  been  fighting  for  two  thou- 
sand years  until  today,  titularly  at 
any  rate,  not  quite  half  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  world  believe  in 
this  God  of  Sinai  and  in  the  Christ. 
The  other  half  is  pagan  who  do  not 
accept  God,  the  God  of  Abraham, 
Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  our  God,  the 
God  of  Christian  world,  but  who 
have  something  that  is  equivalent 
thereto  that  satisfies  them,  but  it 
is  pagan. 


But  we  have  this  added  situation: 
We  have  the  man  described  by 
President  McKay  and  commented 
upon  so  well,  who  in  effect  is  the 
directing  head  of  this  whole  great 
body  of  paganism  in  their  idealogy 
and  in  their  non-belief  in  God.  I 
think  this  is  the  first  time  in  all 
history  when  God's  people  have 
been  faced  with  an  organized 
paganism  more  or  less  guided  and 
directed  by  one  who  denies  God 
and  says  he  is  unconvertible  from 
his  atheism. 
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Now  let  us  have  no  illusion  about 
this,  brethren  and  sisters.  The 
plan  is  really  one  of  exterminating 
God  and  Christianity.  Into  our 
hands  has  been  placed  through 
divine  ordinations  the  Holy  Priest- 
hood after  the  Order  of  the  Son 
of  God.  In  our  hands  is  the  re- 
sponsibility   of    carrying    forward. 

We  do  not  have  now  a  united 
front  to  this  united  paganism.  We 
are  still  torn  and  divided  among 
many  sects.  But  the  problem  we 
face,  if  the  plans  of  the  Marxian 


paganism  are  carried  out,  is 
our  extermination. 

God  has  declared  that  the  Lord 
will  never  take  away  or  give  to 
another  people  the  authority  and 
the  Gospel  Plan  which  we  have. 
I  want  to  bring  home  to  every  one 
of  you  brethren  and  sisters  of  the 
Church,  and  to  others  so  far  as  I 
may  speak,  the  seriousness  of  this 
situation.  I  cannot  bring  too 
strongly  that  here  in  the  last  days, 
paganism  is  under  one  head,  and 
that  head  is  guided  by  Satan  him- 
self. Please,  brethren  and  sisters 
of  the  Church,  keep  the  home  fires 
of  testimony  and  knowledge  of 
the  Gospel  and  of  God  and  of 
Jesus  Christ,  keep  the  home  fires 
burning  in  your  home,  in  your 
Priesthood  quorums,  and  all  the 
rest  for  I  am  sure,  one  way  or 
another,  we  shall  have  to  face  dire 
persecution. 

I  bear  my  testimony  that  God 
lives,  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the 
Saviour  of  the  world,  the 
Redeemer  of  Mankind,  the  first 
fruits  of  the  resurrection.  I  bear 
my  testimony  that  the  authority 
of  the  Holy  Order  of  the  Priest- 
hood of  the  Son  of  God  is  upon  the 
earth,  bestowed  through  heavenly 
messengers  upon  Joseph  Smith, 
who  has  given  to  us  the  plan  of  the 
Gospel. 


I  bear  my  testimony  that  the 
powers  and  authority  that  were 
given  to  Joseph  Smith  have  passed 
on  down  through,  from  President 
to  President,  until  we  have  now 
President  David  O.  McKay,  who 
stands  by  your  sustaining  vote,  as 
the  Prophet,  Seer,  and  Revelator? 
and  President  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
and  that  he  possesses  all  that  his 
predecessors  have  had  who  have 
gone  before. 

May  God  bless  us  all. 

I  thank  you  for  the  strength 
that  has  been  mine,  and  I  do  it  in 
the  name  of  Jesus.    Amen. 

PRESIDENT   HENRY  D.   MOYLE 

Every  convert  to  the  Church  to- 
day has  this  desire  in  his  heart 
to  tell  others  what  he  has  found. 
There  is  joy  in  knowing  the  truth, 
and  there  is  joy  in  intuitively 
sharing  it  with  others.  This  is 
the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  It  is 
the  sure  sign  of  our  conversion. 
Not  all  of  the  members  of  the 
Church  leave  their  homes  to  go  on 
missions  into  the  world,  my 
friends,  to  bring  to  you  the  gospel 
in  your  homes,  but  within  the 
sphere  of  their  influence  our  peo- 
ple continue  through  life  to  bear 
their  testimony  of  the  existences 
of  God  which  gives  to  them  that 
peace  which  can  come  alone  from 
our  Father  in  heaven. 

As  elders  in  Israel  today  we  are 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
proclaiming  His  word  to  the  world 
and  crying  repentance  to  the  sons 
and  daughters  of  our  Heavenly 
Father.  Our  brothers  and  sisters 
throughout  the  world,  those  who 
are  listening  in  who  may  not  be  of 
our  number,  let  us  beg  of  you  to 
give  our  missionaries  the  oppor- 
tunity they  so  earnestly  seek  to 
give  to  you  the  simple  principles 
of  the  Gospel  as  taught  by  Jesus 
Christ  himself. 

These  missionaries  come  to  you 
holding  the  priesthood  of  God. 
They  have  received  His  power  and 
authority  to  preach  the  Gospel  and 
administer  in  the  ordinances 
thereof.  They  have  brought  joy  to 
hundreds  of  thousands  in  the  past. 
All  of  us  here  today  are  here  as 
a   result  of  similar   labours  upon 
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the  part  of  former  missionaries. 

My  friends,  you  cannot  afford  to 
turn  deaf  ears  to  the  truth,  for 
we  declare  to  you  in  all  soberness 
that  God  lives  and  has  once  again 
spoken  from  the  heavens,  once 
again  restored  His  power  and  His 
priesthood  in  its  pristine  strength 
and  purity  upon  those  of  us  whom 
He  has  called  to  carry  on  His 
work  in  this,  the  dispensation  of 
time  in  which  He  has  brought  to- 
gether all  that  He  has  given  His 
children  in  all  previous  generations 
of  man,  all  as  foretold  through  His 
prophets  of  old. 

We  have  the  power  and  the 
authority  to  confer  these  same 
blessings  upon  all  nations,  as  the 
blessings  which  were  given  by  the 
Apostles  of  old  to  the  nations  in 
which  they  served  as  missionaries. 
Daniel  tells  us:  "And  in  the  days 
of  these  kings,  shall  the  God  of 
heaven  set  up  a  kingdom,  which 
shall  never  be  destroyed:  and  the 
kingdom  shall  not  be  left  to  other 
people,  but  it  shall  break  in  pieces 
and  consume  all  these  kingdoms. 
and  it  shall  stand  for  ever." 
(Daniel  2:44). 

John  the  Revelator,  gave  us  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  predictions 
of  all  of  the  restoration  of  the 
Gospel  in  these  latter  days,  for  he 
said:  "And  I  saw  another  angel  fly 
in  the  midst  of  heaven,  having 
the  everlasting  Gospel  to  preach 
unto  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth, 
and  to  every  nation,  and  kindred, 
and  tongue,  and  people. 

"Saying  with  a  loud  voice,  Fear 
God,  and  give  glory  to  him:  for 
the  hour  of  his  judgment  is  come: 
and  worship  him  that  made  hea- 
ven, and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and 
the  fountains  of  waters."  (Rev. 
14:6-7). 

These  prophecies  have,  in  large 
measure,  been  fulfilled.  The  Gos- 
pel has  been  restored  to  earth. 
God  continues  to  magnify  those 
upon  whom  He  has  bestowed  His 
authority  in  these  latter  days  to 
serve  His  people  and  to  guide  and 
direct  the  honest  in  heart  the 
world  over  into  the  paths  of  truth 
and  of  right. 

We  declare  most  solemnly  that 
we  have  been  called  of  God,  and 
that  we  proclaim  His  word  to  the 


world  by  virtue  of  His  power  and 
authority.  We  invoke  His  blessings 
upon  all  mankind,  and  particularly

Saints. 
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God  bless  them,  and  bless  us,  and 
bless  all  who  lend  ear  to  their 
teachings,  we  pray  humbly  this 
day,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus    Christ.    Amen. 

PRESIDENT 
JOSEPH    FIELDING    SMITH 

There  may  be  some  who  won- 
der why  we  hold  General  Con- 
ference twice  a  year,  bring  our 
people,  particularly  the  presiding 
officers,  together  from  all  parts  of 
the  Church.  But  brethren,  I  do 
not  know  what  we  would  do  if  this 
privilege  should  be  withdrawn  from 
us.  I  have  wondered  what,  in  the 
days  of  Peter,  James  and  John 
and  following,  the  conditions 
might  have  been  if  they  could  have 
met  quarterly  and  semi-annually 
in  conferences.  Perhaps  the  apos- 
tasy would  have  been  postponed, 
if  not  altogether  avoided.  But 
those  privileges  were  not  theirs. 

I  think  I  feel  the  importance  of 
these  gatherings,  and  the  bringing 
together  the  men  who  hold  the 
priesthood  particularly,  to  receive 
counsel,  to  be  encouraged,  and  to 
return  to  their  stakes  renewed  in 
their  spirits.  We  can  reach  our 
people  today  better  than  they  could 
anciently.  We  have  many  facili- 
ties that  they  did  not  have,  and 
our  people  are  naturally  under 
present  conditions,  drawn  closer 
together  than  they  were  in  former 
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days. 

I  And  now,  my  good  brethren  and 
sisters,  what  is  our  duty?  To  keep 
the  commandments  of  God,  and 
we  are  instructed  to  do  that  in 
our  quarterly  conferences,  in  our 
General  Conferences,  and  in  all 
the  meetings  that  are  held. 

Now,  we  are  promised  that  when 
we  are  baptised  if  we  are  true  and 
faithful,  we  will  have  the  guidance 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  What  is  the 
purpose  of  it?  To  teach  us,  to 
direct  us,  to  bear  witness  to  us  of 
the  saving  principles  of  the  Gos- 
pel of  Jesus  Christ.  Every  child 
old  enough  to  be  baptised  and  who 
is  baptised  is  entitled  to  the  gui- 
dance of  the  Holy  Ghost.  I  have 
heard  people  say  that  a  little  child 
eight  years  of  age  could  not  under- 
stand, I  know  better  than  that. 
I  had  a  testimony  of  this  truth 
when  I  was  eight  years  old,  coming 
through  the  Holy  Ghost.  I  have 
had  it  ever  since. 

If  there  is  any  doctrine  or  prin- 
ciple connected  with  the  teachings 
of  the  Church  that  we  do  not 
understand,  then  let  us  get  on  our 
knees.  Let  us  go  before  the  Lord 
in  the  spirit  of  prayer,  of  humility, 
and  ask  that  our  minds  might  be 
enlightened  that  we  may  under- 
stand. 

This  Church  is  not  teaching  false 
doctrine.  All  the  revelations  given 
to  the  Prophet  Jeseph  Smith  are 


absolutely  true.  They  are  given 
for  our  salvation,  for  our  know- 
ledge, for  our  understanding,  that 
we  may  draw  nearer  and  nearer 
to  our  Father  in  Heaven,  and  be 
found  worthy  before  Him  and 
eventually  have  the  privilege  of 
coming  into  His  presence,  there  to 
be  crowned  as  sons  and  daughters 
of  God,  receiving  the  fulness  of 
His  Kingdom. 

The  Lord  bless  you,  my  good 
brethren  and  sisters,  I  pray  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ.     Amen. 


NEW  APOSTLE 
HOWARD  W.  HUNTER 

I  do  not  know  what  one  should 
say  who  has  been  so  newly  called 
and  sustained,  so  I  will  just  tell 
you  what  is  in  my  heart  this 
afternoon. 

I  love  the  Church.  I  want  you 
to  know  that  I  love  our  great  lea- 
der, President  McKay,  and  with 
all  my  heart  and  soul  I  sustain  him 
as  prophet,  seer  and  revelator.  And 
I  sustain  President  Clark  and  Pre- 
sident Moyle,  President  Smith,  the 
president  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  each  individual  member 
of  that  council,  and  all  of  the 
General  authorities. 

I  want  you  to  know  that  I  have 
a  firm,  uncompromising  conviction 
that  God  lives,  that  Jesus  is  the 
Christ,  that  the  Gospel  was  re- 
stored in  this  latter  dispensation 
by  the  instrumentality  of  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  I  have  an 
abiding  conviction  of  the  truth- 
fulness of  this  fact  and  that  our 
President,  who  we  sustained  at 
this  conference,  holds  those  same 
keys,    powers   and    authority. 

I  do  not  apologize  for  the  tears 
that  come  to  my  eyes  on  this 
occasion  because  I  believe  that  I 
face  friends,  my  brethren  and  sis- 
ters in  the  Church,  whose  hearts 
beat  the  same  as  mine  today,  in 
the  thrill  of  the  Gospel  and  in 
service  to  others. 

President  McKay,  I  want  you  to 
know  and  all  of  the  members  of 
the  Church  to  know  that  I  accept 
without  reservation  the  call  which 
you  have  made  of  me,  and  I  am 
willing  to  devote  my  life  and  all 
that  I  have  to  this  service.  Sis- 
ter Hunter  joins  me  in  this  pledge. 

May  I  request  today  your 
prayers  on  my  behalf,  for  I 
know  that  only  with  the  help  of 
my  Heavenly  Father  can  I  meet 
the  challenge  and  develop  those 
qualities  which  distinguish  the 
other  members  of  this  council  from 
men  of  the  world. 

I  am  grateful.  I  bear  my  testi- 
mony to  you  humbly.  May  we  go 
forward  together  in  righteousness. 
I  humbly  pray,  in  Jesus  name. 
Amen. 
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FROM  THE  PRESIDENT'S 
DESK 


DURING  Cape  District  Con- 
ference 18th  October  1959  I 
reviewed  a  testimonal  given  by 
Doctor  James  R.  Sarver 
a  fairly  recent  convert  to 
the  Mormon  Church.  Doctor 
Sarver  is  a  world  lecturer  on 
twenty  five  of  the  world's  foremost 
religions  and  for  twenty  five  years 
he  was  professor  of  theology  and 
languages  at  the  University  of 
Nanking.  China. 

The  review  I  gave  was  not  at  all 
satisfactory  as  such  an  important 
and  inspiring  testimony  should 
have  been  given  more  time  and 
far  more  preparation  on  my  part. 
I  hope  that  many  if  not  all  of 
those  present  at  our  Conference 
will  have  the  opportunity  of  read- 
ing the  full  account,  as  it  now 
follows  and  which  Brother  Sarver 
has  entitled — 

"MY  CONVERSION." 

"I  had  gone  to  Shanghai,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  three  hundred 
miles  from  Nanking,  to  deliver  a 
lecture:  my  professor  friend  and  I 
stopped  at  a  den  of  vice  (chuckle) 
for  a  night  cap  before  going  home. 
As  we  entered,  I  noticed  a  couple 
of  young  men  in  dark  suits  at  a 
table  eating  a  sandwich.  Now  I 
had  been  in  China  for  twenty  five 
years  and  knew  almost  every 
American  in  that  part  of  China, 
but  I  had  never  seen  these  fellows. 
I  also  noticed  that  they  were  drink- 
ing milk,  an  unheard  of  thing  in 
China  and  especially  at  a  night 
club.  They  must  have  been  on 
their  heels  to  resort  to  that,  I  told 
my  friend,  and  said  I  would  go  over 
to  their  table  and  see  if  I  could  do 
something  for  my  countrymen. 
Well,  I  walked  over  to  their  table 
and  introduced  myself  and  asked 
if  I  could  buy  them  a  drink.  I 
pointed  to  the  milk  and  told  them 
that  I  would  be  glad  to  buy  them  a 
hot  cup  of  coffee,  but  they  said 
they  didn't  drink  coffee,  either.  I 
asked    them   what   their   line   was 


and  told  them  I  would  be  glad  to 
leave  my  address  and  if  they  would 
get  in  touch  with  me  maybe  I 
could  be  of  assistance.  To  my  sur- 
prise, they  told  me  they  were 
Mormon  missionaries  returning 
home  from  fulfilling  a  two  year 
mission.  I  said,  "Well,  we  are  in 
the  same  business,  may  I  join 
you?"  After  they  had  finished  their 
sandwich  they  asked  me  if  I  knew 
anything  about  the  Mormon  reli- 
gion. I  told  them  I  had  heard  a 
lot  about  the  Mormon  practices 
such  as  polygamy  and  being  dri- 
ven from  Illinois  and  Missouri, 
and  they  began  to  tell  me  about 
the  Book  of  Mormon. 

"They  said  that  Joseph  Smith 
had  received  the  golden  plates 
from  the  angel  and  had  translated 
them  into  a  book  in  a  period  of 
eight  months.  They  said  they 
would  like  to  present  me  with  one 
if  I  would  read  it,  whereupon  I 
promised  them  I  would.  But  what 
was  going  through  my  mind  was, 
the  Bible  had  been  translated 
twenty-five  times  and  each  time 
it  has  taken  from  ten  to  fifteen 
years  to  do  it:  and  here  were  two 
poor  missionaries  trying  to  cram 
it  down  my  throat  (me,  an  old 
hand  at  such  things)  that  a  book 
has  been  translated,  Chaldean, 
which  is  a  modified  form  of  Egyp- 
tian hieroglyphics,  into  the  Eng- 
lish language  by  a  young  man  (in 
his  twenties)  in  a  period  of  eight 
months.  Well,  feeling  sorry  for 
the  boys.  I  accepted  the  book 
without  telling  them  what  of  a 
certainty  they  didn't  know  and  to 
my  surprise  they  asked  if  they 
might  offer  a  word  of  prayer  before 
leaving.  I  told  them  to  go  ahead 
and  stood  there  feeling  rather  silly 
while  these  fellows  prayed  to  the 
good  Lord  that  my  understanding 
might  be  opened  to  the  truthful- 
ness of  the  book  and  then  bid  us 
goodbye.  As  they  left.  I  said  to 
my   professor    friend.   "Well,   there 
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goes  two  pretty  nice  chaps  led 
astray  by  another  wind  of  doctrine. 
There  is  already  three  thousand 
five  hundred  denominations — four 
hundred  in  Chicago  alone.  I  won- 
der how  many  more  will  spring  up 
in  the  next  few  years." 

"I  took  the  Book  of  Mormon  and 
put  it  on  my  desk  in  the  library, 
where  it  remained  for  several 
weeks.  Then  for  want  of  some- 
thing better  to  do  one  Sunday,  I 
picked  it  up  and  began  to  read  it. 
Knowing  languages  as  I  do  (I 
speak  fifteen  different  languages) 
I  recognized  it  to  be  what  I  was 
sure  was  Chaldean.  After  reading 
it  five  times,  I  sent  it  to  a  pro- 
fessor friend  of  mine  whom  I  knew 
to  be  tops  in  the  art  of  translation. 
He  returned  it  saying  that  as  far 
as  he  could  determine  it  was  pure 
Chaldean.  Well,  that  was  fine. 
Now  I  would  prove  that  this  Joseph 
Smith  was  an  imposter,  guilty  of 
plagiarism.  But  first  I  must  prove 
its  contents. 

"At  the  beginning  of  the  book  it 
told  of  a  prophet  named  Lehi,  a 
very  rich  man  who  had  been 
warned  by  an  angel  concerning  the 
fall  of  Jesusalem.  This  was  pre- 
dicted about  600  years  B.C.  The 
angel  had  told  Lehi  to  take  his 
family  and  go  into  the  wilderness 
or  be  destroyed  and  this  he  did. 
But  after  three  days  he  sent  his 
sons  back  to  try  and  get  some  re- 
cords from  Laban.  a  relative,  which 
consisted  of  the  genealogy  of  their 
families  and  contained  the  writings 
of  the  Hebrew.  They  failed  the 
first  time.  The  second  time,  Laban 
took  all  their  property  and  then 
had  them  arrested:  however  they 
escaped.  Lehi's  son  Nephi,  then 
went  back  at  night,  according  to 
the  instructions  of  an  angel  that 
Kmg  Laban  would  be  delivered  in- 
to his  hands.  As  he  went  down 
the  path  to  the  King's  palace,  he 
met  Laban,  who  had  been  out  with 
the  Elders  and  was  drunken  with 
wine  and  feel  down  at  Nephi's  feet, 
whereupon  Nephi.  acting  upon  the 
promptings  within  him,  which  told 
him  that  it  was  better  for  one  man 
to  perish  than  a  whole  nation, 
seized  Laban's  sword  and  cut  off 
his  head.  Nephi  then  dressed  him- 
self in  Laban's  robes  and  disguising 


his  voice  went  into  Laban's  home 
and  demanded  that  the  servant 
open  the  record  room  and  deliver 
the  record  to  the  brethren  (whom 
he  though  to  be  the  Elders  Laban 
had  been  out  with  that  night) 
who  were  waiting  at  the  walls  of 
the  city,  but  who  in  reality  were 
Nephi's  brothers,  Laman  and 
Lemuel.  The  account  says  that 
not  only  the  records  were  obtained, 
but  that  the  servant,  Zoram,  was 
promised  that  his  life  would  be 
preserved  if  he  would  go  with 
them,  which  he  did. 

"Now  I  knew  a  man,  a  Jew,  who 
was  a  librarian  and  had  been  for 
fifty  years  and  I  was  sure  if  there 


was  an  account  of  such  people  he 
would  know.  I  didn't  write,  but 
rather  I  made  a  trip  there  myself. 
This  thing  had  gotten  hold  of  me. 
Well,  I  walked  into  the  library, 
determined,  since  I  had  gone  this 
far,  I  wasn't  going  to  let  any  slips 
stray  me.  I  told  him  the  story  and 
asked  him  if  he  had  anything  or 
any  records  of  such  an  event  tak- 
ing place.  He  went  into  another 
room  and  came  back  with  a  book 
and  said.  'This  is  the  only  record 
I  know  of.'  It  told  of  a  little  band 
who  has  escaped  the  assassin's 
knife.       The     records     had     been 
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stolen  but  the  murderer  had  never 
been  apprehended.  It  had  been 
reported  that  they  had  wandered 
for  some  time  and  had  built  ships 
and  had  started  to  cross  the  ocean 
but  nothing  more  had  been  heard 
of  them.  This  tied  in  exactly  as  it 
had  been  recorded  in  the  Book  of 
Mormon. 

"I  began  to  comb  the  book  with 
a  fine  tooth  comb.  The  names  of 
denominations  of  money  used  in 
that  time  I  sent  to  the  proper 
places  and  had  them  checked 
carefully.  The  report  was  that 
they  were  correct.  Twenty-two 
times  I  read  the  book  carefully 
searching  for  flaws.  The  last  time 
I  told  myself  that  if  I  could  find 
one  single  phrase  or  word  of 
modern  English,  that  I  would 
clinch  my  claim.  I  could  find 
none.  However.  I  was  certain  that 
this  man  Joseph  Smith  had  ob- 
tained a  copy  of  this  record  and 
copied  it  and  claimed  it  to  be  his 
own.  So  I  put  researchers  to  work 
at  every  university  and  library  in 
the  United  States,  to  leam  if  there 
had  been  such  a  record.  The  re- 
ports came  back  negative.  They 
reported  in  each  instance  that 
Joseph  Smith  had  supposedly  re- 
ceived this  record  from  an  angel 
and  had  translated  them  by  the 
power  of  the  Urim  and  Thummim 
and  breastplate,  which  was  with 
the  records  and  had  afterward 
showed  them  to  eleven  witnesses, 
who  had  handled  the  plates  and 
borne  record  of  them.  He  then 
received  a  copyright  and  published 
what  is  known  as  the  Book  of 
Mormon. 

"During  this  time  and  since,  I 
had  proved  the  Book  of  Mormon 
to  be  authentic  no  matter  who 
had  written  it.  I  had  made  a  com- 
mitment to  deliver  a  lecture  to  a 
group  of  a  hundred  and  forty-five 
Hindustanian  students.  My  lec- 
ture was  to  last  about  an  hour 
and  a  half.  I  apologized  for  keep- 
ing them  for  so  long,  but  they 
insisted  that  they  hear  more  and 
permission  was  granted  for  me 
to  continue.  Well.  I  lectured  at 
their  insistence  another  two  hours 
and  they  begged  me  to  continue, 
which  I  did  for  seven  and  one-half 
hours.     I  lectured  until  I  thought 


they  would  weary  from  sitting  so 
long  but  to  my  surprise,  they  were 
enthralled  by  what  they  had 
learned.  And  I  might  say,  that  if 
I  knew  then  what  I  know  now,  I 
would  have  called  President  David 
O.  McKay,  of  the  Mormon  Church, 
to  send  someone  to  baptize,  be- 
cause they  were  everyone  converted. 
But  then  I  was  not  a  Mormon  and 
I  didn't  know  President  McKay. 

"Having  run  against  a  stone  wall, 
so  to  speak,  on  all  my  research 
to  find  the  original  record  which 
I  was  certain  Smith  had  copies, 
I  decided  to  investigate  the  Smith 
family  and  I  had  a  research  made 
of  them.  I  found  them  to  be 
what  they  said  they  were:  farm 
people  of  very  meagre  circum- 
stances, very  honest  in  heart,  and 
in  fact  everything  that  had  been 
said  of  them  concerning  their 
honesty  and  integrity  was  true.  I 
had  literally  combed  the  globe  to 
prove  my  point,  that  his  book  was 
either  a  fabrication  or  that  Joseph 
Smith  was  a  fraud.  I  had  proven 
neither  one.  This  concerned  me 
considerably  and  I  thought  about 
the  Urim  and  Thummim.  which  it 
is  said  that  Joseph  Smith  used  to 
translate  the  record.  Now  I  had 
never  seen  one  but  I  had  seen  pic- 
tures of  them.  Moreover,  I  could 
not  bring  myself  to  believe  that 
the  Lord  would  select  an  unlearned 
farm  boy  to  become  a  prophet, 
even  if  we  had  prophets  in  these 
clays  which.  I  was  sure  we  hadn't. 
However,  the  more  I  thought  about 
it,  the  more  it  bothered  me.  I 
then  remembered  the  promise  in 
the  back  of  the  book,  which  is  in 
the  beginning  of  the  10th  Chapter 
of   Moroni,    and   it  reads: 

'Behold,  I  would  exhort  you  that 
when  he  shall  read  these  things,  if 
it  be  wisdom  in  God  that  ye  should 
read  them,  that  ye  would  remem- 
ber ...  And  when  ye  shall  receive 
these  things  I  would  exhort  you 
that  ye  would  ask  God,  the  Eternal 
Father,  in  the  name  of  Christ,  if 
ihese  things  are  not  true;  and  if 
ye  shall  ask  with  a  sincere  heart, 
with  real  intent,  having  faith  in 
Christ,  He  will  manifest  the  truth 
of  it  unto  you,  by  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  And  by  the 
power   of  the   Holy  Ghost   ye  may 
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know  the  truth  of  all  things.' 

"This  was  the  final  test.  In  my 
capacity  I  had  always  been  a 
praying  man,  so  each  day  I  prayed 
for  knowledge  as  to  whether  this 
book  had  been  brought  forth  by 
divine  power.  I  prayed  for  several 
weeks,  and  I  assure  you,  I  still 
doubted  the  story  of  Joseph  Smith 
having  received  the  golden  plates 
from  an  angel,  and  the  book  being 
translated  from  them.  Then  I 
thought  about  those  two  young 
missionaries  I  had  met  in  Shang- 
hai, who  wouldn't  drink  liquor  or 
coffee.  And  I  thought,  maybe  now 
the  Lord  wasn't  well  pleased  with 
some  of  my  vices.  Maybe  if  I  put 
myself  in  a  more  humble  spirit  of 
contriteness  I  would  get  an  answer. 
And  I  had  never  been  a  big  inoi- 
ber.  However,  I  did  like  my  night- 
cap and  I  did  enjoy  my  cigar  and 
pipe.  I  thought  about  these  things 
and  decided  if  I  wanted  to  do  pen- 
ance, I  knew  of  nothing  more 
tragic  than  to  deprive  me  of  the 
pleasure  of  my  cigars  and  high- 
balls once  in  a  while.  But  I  had 
come  this  far  and  finally  I  decided 
I  would  leave  off  the  nightcap,  my 
cigars  and  pipe  and  put  myself  in 
the  hands  of  God.  I  was  taking 
Him  at  His  word  and  if  doing  this 
would  bring  results,  I  would  try  it. 
"About  five  weeks  went  by, 
during  which  time  I  had  prayed 
earnestly  for  knowledge  as  to  the 
truth  of  the  matter  as  to  how  this 
book  had  come  forth.  Then,  one 
morning,  it  was  a  Sunday  morning, 
I  was  lying  in  bed,  after  my  wife 
had  gotten  up  to  prepare  break- 
fast. I  was  wondering  why  I  had 
not  received  an  answer  to  my 
earnest  prayers  as  to  whether  the 
Book  was  true  and  translated  by 
Joseph  Smith,  as  it  was  purported 
to  be.  Then,  suddenly  it  happened 
— a  manifestation  came  to  me  so 
forcibly  that  I  was  almost  dum- 
founded.  I  was  told  things  that 
only  concerned  my  wife  and  I.  I 
got  up  and  put  on  my  robe  and 
went  to  the  kitchen  and  told  my 
wife  and  to  my  surprise,  she  knew 
all  about  it.     We  went  to  Nampa. 


Idaho,  and  were  baptized  into  the 
Mormon  Church.  After  being  in 
the  Church  for  six  years,  I  have 
just  now  concluded  a  lecture  tour, 
ending  in  Salt  Lake  City.  While 
in  the  East  I  called  in  on  my 
friends,  Bishop  Sheen  and  Cardi- 
nal Spellman,  and  was  invited  to 
their  homes.  I  presented  them 
with  the  Book  of  Mormon  and 
told  them  how  I  proved  it  to  be 
true.  I  told  them  that  knowing 
what  I  know  now,  I  would  rather 
be  a  janitor  in  the  Mormon 
Church,  if  asked  to  do  so,  than  to 
have  all  the  uranium  mines  laid 
at  my  feet  or  sit  on  the  highest 
pinnacles  of  Rome.  I  told  them 
if  they  could  prove  the  Book  of 
Mormon  false,  or  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
not  established  by  heavenly  beings 
through  ihe  medium  of  the  Pro- 
phet Joseph  Smith,  that  I  would 
rejoin  the  Catholic  Church;  I 
would  give  them  a  thousand  dol- 
lars, my  automobile,  my  home 
(worth  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars)  and  even  my  wife;  and 
that  I  would  give  the  Catholic 
Church  ten  years  of  service  free  of 
charge.  And  I  will  make  that  offer 
to  anyone  in  the  world.  I  am  here 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  because  in  the 
six  years  that  I  have  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Church,  I  have  never 
missed  a  priesthood  meeting  nor 
sacrament  meeting.  And  since  I 
could  not  reach  my  home  in  Los 
Angeles  in  time  for  Church,  my 
wife  and  I  decided  to  stop  over  in 
Salt  Lake.  I  have  never  touched 
liquor,  tobacco,  nor  coffee  since  my 
baptism.  I  have  resigned  my  pro- 
fessorship in  Nanking  and  since  I 
have  made  some  very  successful 
experiments  with  retarded  chil- 
dren, bringing  them  from  a  low 
fifty  percent  mentality  to  a  ninety 
percent  within  a  year.  I  had 
planned  to  go  to  India  to  establish 
a  school  there,  but  have  been  dis- 
couraged by  government  authori- 
ties because  of  the  unrest  that 
exists  there.  I  now  plan  to  go  to 
Phoenix  and  establish  a  school 
for  retarded  children   there."

together,  in  fact  she  was  cruel, 
thoroughly  overruling  my  parents, 
nearly  causing  them  to  separate. 
She  insisted  on  looking  after  my 
spiritual  welfare  in  no  uncertain 
manner. 

I  was  a  very  sickly  child  and  was 
hospitalized  for  months  at  a  time, 
consequently  I  became  an  avid 
reader.  I  read  every  type  of  book 
classical  and  otherwise  but  even- 
tually I  came  to  a  stage  in  my  life 
when  I  did  not  gain  any  satisfac- 
tion from  reading,  somehow  books 
didn't  thrill  me  any  more.  I  was 
thoroughly  miserable,  my  physical 
condition  wasn't  improving  and 
my  grandmother  was  behaving 
worse  daily.  I  had  plenty  of 
material  things  showered  on  me 
and  yet  I  grew  more  despondent 
and    lonely. 

One  day  a  Christian  girl  friend 
asked  me  to  tell  her  all  I  knew 
of  the  Jewish  faith,  she  loved  to 
learn  about  different  religions.  She 
listened  intently  whilst  I  expounded 
to  the  best  of  my  ability  the  Jewish 
Faith.  She  appeared  quite  intri- 
gued, then  without  offense,  she 
told  me  she  thought  it  lacked  love 
and  of  course  the  glorious  promises 
and  hopes  for  the  hereafter  for 
God's  faithful  followers.  I  asked 
her  to  loan  me  a  New  Testament 
for  I  wanted  to  read  of  these  won- 
derful truths  myself.  I  had  no 
money  to  buy  one  as  I  was  still 
a  young  girl  and  couldn't  ask  my 
people  or  even  dare  to  let  them 
know  I  wanted  a  copy  of  that 
"sealed  book"  for  me.    Well,  she  did 


to  buy  another,  but  decided  that 
was  the  first  purchase  I  would 
make  when  I  earned  my  own 
salary.  I  wasn't  really  sure  about 
Jesus  Christ  being  the  Messiah. 
I  prayed  but  just  couldn't  get  an 
answer  from  God. 

Eventually  I  married  a  Jewish 
boy,  but  life  was  not  to  go  too 
smoothly  for  me,  because  his 
parents  weren't  at  all  happy  for 
him  to  marry  me,  in  fact  his 
father  became  obnoxious  to  me.  I 
began  thinking  how  kind  the 
Christian  people  had  always  been 
to  me.  much  more  so  than  my  own 
race  and  the  Bible  I  had  bought 
myself  came  out.  I  began  to  read 
it  again  and  managed  to  derive 
comfort  from  its  contents.  By  this 
time  the  second  world  war  had 
broken  out  and  my  husband  was 
abroad  with  the  forces.  I  was 
living  alone  with  my  little  son,  sick 
in  mind  and  body.  I  prayed  fer- 
vently to  Our  Heavenly  Father.  I 
was  partly  a  Christian  by  now. 
then  I  became  very  ill  and  was 
told  by  my  doctor  that  I  must 
leave  Europe  for  a  dryer,  warmer 
climate.  So  in  1947  the  three  of 
us  set  foot  in  South  Africa.  My 
husband  secured  his  own  business, 
by  this  time  we  were  comfortably 
off  and  all  of  our  associates  were 
Jewish  folk,  some  orthodox.  Then 
my  husband  had  a  great  loss  and 
had  to  close  his  firm.  We  had  lost 
both  our  money  and  friends  and 
were    in   a    desperate    position.      I

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THE  March  1959  edition  of  the 
Sunday  School  HANDBOOK. 
page  17,  says  that  the  superinten- 
dence- has  the  responsibility  to  hold 
a  Weekly  Planning  Meeting.  It  is 
almost  aximatic  that  no  Sunday 
School  can  truly  be  successful  un- 
less the  superintendency  plan 
weekly,  in  a  meeting  together,  the 
discharge  of  their  divided  respon- 
sibilities. 

The  division  of  responsibility,  as 
set  forth  in  the  HANDBOOK  pages 
18-19.  constitutes  the  first  step  for 
the  making  of  Sunday  School 
operation  successful.  A  super- 
intendent who  tries  to  carry  the 
load  all  himself  is  not  only  being 
hard  on  himself  but  he  is  being 
unfair  to  his  counsellors.  They 
were  chosen  for  a  purpose.  Every 
counsellor  chosen  wants  to  know 
his  responsibility  and  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  discharge  it. 

It  is  at  the  Planning  Meeting  of 
the  superintendency  that  the  per- 


sonal assignments  between  mem- 
bers of  the  superintendency  are 
made.  This  meeting  is  a  check-up 
meeting  to  motivate  each  member 
of  the  superintendency  so  that  he 
may  do  his  part  in  building  a  great 
Sunday  School  within  the  branch.

That  is  the  older  members  of  the 
Church  who  if  not  married  at  least 
have  had  the  experience  needed  to 
guide  the  youth.  The  M.I.A.s 
cannot  be  officered  by  young  peo- 
ple because  young  people  are  not 
in  a  position  to  lead  young  people.

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EDITORIAL 


NO, THANK  YOU! 


SOME  people  say  there  seems  to 
be  nothing  to  the  Church  but 
the  Word  of  Wisdom,  and  they 
wish  the  brethren  would  find  some 
new  subject  to  dwell  upon. 

This  has  been  said  of  tithing  too. 
by  the  non-tithe  payers,  and  of 
various  other  commandments  by 
those  who  do  not  keep  them. 

But  what  about  the  Word  of 
Wisdom?  Can  we  get  too  much  of 
it?  Is  it  emphasized  beyond  it's 
importance?  Do  we  "over-rate"  it 
in  the  Church? 

To  say  that  we  hear  too  much  of 
the  Word  of  Wisdom  is  to  say  that 
we  hear  too  much  of  the  road  to 
happiness.  To  say  that  the  Word 
of  Wisdom  is  given  stress  beyond 


its  importance  is  to  say  that  the 
Lord  is  not  just  in  sending  his  Holy 
Spirit  only  to  those  tabernacles 
which  are  clean. 

To  say  that  we  say  too  much 
about  the  Word  of  Wisdom  is  to 
say  that  we  preach  too  much 
against  some  of  the  basic  causes  of 
divorce,  juvenile  delinquency,  and 
much  of  the  serious  crime  which 
today  is  engulfiing  the  world. 
Official  reports  indicate  that  most 
of  the  auto  thefts,  most  of  the 
crimes  in  general  are  committed  by 
young  people,  and  most  criminals 
drink  and  smoke.  Can  we  say  too 
much  then  to  protect  other  young 
people  from  entering  the  paths  of 
vice? 

How  should  you  answer  the 
person  who  invites  you  to  "have  a 
drink" — or  do  anything  which  is 
against  your  conscience  or  con- 
trary to  the  teachings  of  your 
Heavenly  Father? 

What  should  you  say?  The  ans- 
wer is  easy.  Just  say  "No — no 
thank  you."  Don't  waver.  Don't 
worry  about  how  others  may  think 
or  act.  Be  your  own  natural,  honest 
self. 


What  is  right?  What  is  wrong? 
Fortunately,  there  are  ways  for 
members  of  the  Church  to  recog- 
nize right  from  wrong.  Read  the 
Scriptures,  listen  to  the  teachings 
of  your  Church  leaders.  And  listen, 
also,  to  the  whisperings  of  that 
still  small  voice."  When  it  whis- 
pers: "Its  wrong  don't  do  it!" — say 
firmly,  honestly,  finally:  "No, 
thank  you —  no!"
